NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—The steamer St. 


Paul ended her voyage from Southampton 
at 2.27 o'clock this morning when she ran 
abreast of Sandy Hook light ship, having 
made the passage from Needles in six 
days and seventeen hours and fifty-feu 
minutes.

EDITOR TRANSCRIPT : One privileged 


to spend the brief New England summer 
iniong the green hills of Berkshire, his 
orows fanned by its cooling breezes and 
his eyes refreshed by its varied and ver- 
dant scenery, can form no conception of 
what it means to pass the seemingly in- 
terminable heated term upon the burning 
desert plains of the great southwest, 
where all nature seems withered and 
scorched and blistered beneath the merci- 
less, pelting power of the unclouded semi- 
tropical sun. Summer, which begins to 
-eveal its power in April, holds undis- 
puted sway until compelled by the south- 
ward journey of the sun to reluctantly 
yield place in October to the slow 
approach of autumn. 


The summer just closed has been one of 


great heat, even for this arid country, and 
has witnessed an unusual amount of rain- 
fall, so much so in fact that the desert, 
sandy wastes in every direction have be- 
come clothed in a growth of vegetation, 
furnishing excellent forage and giving a 
fresh impulse.to the waning cattle indus- 
tries of the territory. The season has 
been characterized also by heavy storms, 
floods and cloud-bursts, tearing out rail- 
road tcacks, destroying crops, washing 
away bouses, inundating towns and in 
some cases drowning the inhabitants. 
The Rocky mountains shed rain 'like a 
goose's back. This is due to their barren- 
ness of vegetation and dense forests to 
promote absorbtion and retard the sur- 
face flow of water. As a result the rain- 
fall runs rapidly down the steep declivi- 
ties into the yawning canons, where it 
collects in great volume and moves in a 
wall with solid front down the valleys 
and far out upon the plains, spreading de- 
struction in its track. Woe to the luck- 
less hamlet which may chance to lie in 
the pathway of the maddened waters! 
Silver City and Socorro were victims of 
the mountain torrents this summer, sev- 
eral lives being lost at Socorro. 
Las 


Cruceo barely escaped a similar fate. One 
day, without warning and with no rain in 
sight, out of the desert and chaparral to 
the east three foaming rivers suddenly 
leaped into town at as many different 
points. About a dozen houses were inun- 
dated and the occupants compelled to 
seek sifetyin hasty flight. Two miles 
above the town a dam had been construct- 
ed across the Arroqa to turn the moun- 
tain torrents southward and protect 
the town, but at this time the mountain 
rains had poured down a flood of water 
with such head and volume that they liad 
overleaped the barrier, and, holding to 
their ancient course they came rushing 
into town with no notice of their ap- 
proach. 


One day while looking toward 
the 


mountains we were treated to the sight of 
a water-spout, or cloud-burst, about ten 
miles away. The appearance as seen at 
that distance was as though the " bung "

The suffering, the less, the inconvcr.ier.ee 
from state banK money was a curse in 
western New York, in Ohio, In Indiana, 
in Illinois and ovar the central and west- 
ern states where somo of those states 
were nearly a half century old, and prac- 
tically as mueh sf tiled us today. This is 
simple history. Was this the frontier and 
" Indian ground " Mr. llussell referred to, 
and are these places to be subjected 
again to the vild financial schemes—in 
the farther West, just where the best 
money is needed?

When John E.Russell last night came 


to speak of how completely Governor

gle thing that actually occurred or was 
t'one in the Hawaiian difficulty.

Doesn't 
Mr. Russell remember Mr. Randall of 
Pennsylvania or ,the fact of that state's 
having a democratic governor in Mr. Pat- 
tison for a number of years very recently.

Mr. Hainlin's discourse on finance at 


last evening's Democratic rally was in- 
structive and entertaining. It was worth 
any man's hearing, whatever his politics 
might be.

The death of James E. Bowen, which
